Willian C. Macdonald. Sir William 
was the donor of the Mo/cdonald 
l^hysics Building the .Macdonald 
Chemical and Mining Building. the 
Macdoi;aid Entrinecnag Building-, the 
McGill Union, and .Macdonald College 
at St- Anne de Belle\-ue- 

B03-n On Ffebruarj- 10, 1S.31. Sir Wil- 
liam MacdonaJd came of high Unease. 
His grandfather, a Macdonald of 
Glenudale had risked and' lost everj'- 
thine in the cause of the Stuart? and 
had finally founded the Scottish com- 
nrunity iji Prince Edward Island 
■whore Sir Williatn was born and rear- 
ed. The attachment which the grajid- 
father had jiven to the cause of the 
Stuarts was reflected in th« gruii. 
sonV devotion to dut.v. 

Hir William came to ilontroial in his 
'•a.riy youth and bt-foic very long 
launched into his sticccssful career.

The speaker went on to deplore the 
I fact that the ape of majrimum .sensa- 
tion precedes the age of maximum 

fiene". 

Dr. Moben wae of the opinion th.-it 
from the age of 12 to 15 comes the 
period of Instability, when the youth 
st^inpK from one extreme to anoll'.cr. 
There is n lack of poise, ,-ind nf .sfi'f 
po.ssesBlon which distingiilshef the 
youth from the man. and which (.-aiiac^ 
the sotaal problem with •which he wnf< 
dealing. Those youths usually frronp 
ihomseK'ee Into gans'.s of comparatively 
largo numbers a.nd arc )?oiierally led 
by a, youth, who is least doHlre.able 
from the social sta.ndpoinl. These 
ganffs usually seek some merlin^ 
p!a«OR, and if the coiniiiiiniiy if, well 
.supplied with parks and pl;ty«mund« 
'he R.-iiiK level may very easily ho. 
ra ised .

Methodical Examination of 
Mouth Urged by Speaker 

Mclhudical e.vainlimtion nf the 
mouth on the part of tli'i ilentlst was 
Insisted upon, and the Importuiice of 
the x-ray In dental diagnosis was 
stres.-'ed liy Dr. .\. I.. Walsh, who is 
in charge of the Montreal . Coneral 
llospitnl, last nighl before the Dental 
Undergraduate Society. 

It very often happens, declared Dr. 
Wnlsh, that Chi-.nih' Septic Infeotlons. 
such as rbeuiiinlisni. result from Infec- 
tions III the nr;il ravlly. or month, it 
also often happens thai when a doctor 
sends n patient lo n dentist to find 
out whether the mouth is the source 
of a bodily disease, the dentist makes 
an examination which l:c4i!-; nearly 
three minutes ami iheii pronounces 
the verdict "mouth healthy" or "can- 
cer of the antriim" or something like 
that. 

The speaker then outlincil a scien- 
tific method of dental dirignosis 
which included ;;cner;i1 'iiiiprc.sslons. 
an e.\nniinntioii of the mouth, the 
teeth, the cavities ni' decay, ihc porl- 
ilontal tissues, and whether there îtrc 
local or general irritants. Such an 
c.Naniinalion wniiUl help tlie doctor 
decide whether' the mouth was lite 
source of the Chronic .Septic Infection 
or not.

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COMPULSORY LECTURES AGAIN . 




' The mall OT of cominilsory lecliirc.'' ai I\lcGill ha.s not been 
discussed, perliaps, as long a.<; the Arts Building— but it has been 
fijroughl to our attention frequent.ly during the last few years. 
It is indeed timely that the subject bo again introduced for, now, 
tliat the Faculty of Arts is to experience an outward change .'«ome 
change in the inner form might be advisable. It i.s an alteration 
in which no delay is necessary. There are no financial iirnblcms, 
such as we had in the case of the Art,s Building, involved; no 
detailed plans are needed. All that is required is a simple piece 
of legislation, and the -handing; out to the student of . "sùgar- 
i coated" lectures in fixed doses and the element of compulsion. 
ÏSO di.'^agreeable in any event, would be terminated. .Added inde- 
pendence would be given the student. .As an inevitable result 
• we would get the stimulation of keener and more original re- 
search at McGill. 

Let us see what our own principal has to say on the sub- 
;^^i|ect. In Sir Arthur Currie's annual reix»rt we find : 
f^^B- "The evils of overlecturing are obvions and positive 
■"enough. TJiree lectures per diem given at irregular hours 
■"both in the morning and in the afternoon break up the 
'.student's working day overmuch and so tend to cause the 
v*=?^"formation of divided desultory habits of daily work. When 
"'compulsory lectures are so frequent the contents of the lec- 
?'tures themselves accumulate so rapidly that even the most 
•'careful, thorough student is compelled to make the lectures 
"the basis of his study and to confine his independent study 
"to such small parts of the subject as will best serve to coni- 
i"plete his lecture notes for examination purpo.^eF. Finally 
•*'the habit, of dumb listening to oral lectures month after 
"month foi- four long years always tends, .slowly but surely, 
"to undermine the .student's natural initiative to undertake 
"free, independent study and research of his own in any 
"subject." . 

The lecture system as a whole is weak, and the compulsorj' 
1^ system only serves to make it weaker. The students— -as Sir 
Arthur points out realizing only too well the inadequacies of 
: the present method — become mere fact-receptacles. They must 
absorb the lectures and when they have absorbed them no time 
; : -is 3eft f or original study and work on the subject— that origi- 
: "î^J study and work which is more important, more significant 
than all the lectures combined. 

What is more the vast majority of students — the average 
students — under the present .system of lectures, posse,s.sing no 
critical faculty of their own, unable to discern between one view- 
point and another, take every statement handed out to them for 
• granted and after duly digesting and memorizing these state- 
' meâits return thetn to the professor by way of the examination 
' ' paper. How bored the professor must be to have his own opin- 

■ ions and ideas thrown back at him in this way] How much bet- 
ter would it be if the student could at least show on his exami- 

■ luation some results of his own reading and study — some con- 
■/ elusions which he himself has reached! Instead of encouraging 
; keen, logical criticism and thought the present lecture system 
I : serves to blunt liie appetite for knowledge, to dull the mental 

'faculties, to boie a student foi- four long yeaj-s and then send 
1^ ihini out stuffed vith numerous facts, totally unable to use his 
-' "own iji'ains intelligently. 

■ , Furthei-moi"e. how jari'ijig it is foj" a student who has done 
t^llent wo)"k by himself to receive a note the day before an 

B^t^jtïjnatioii inl!orming him that he has missed more than one 
^igiiitifrof his lectures and therefore will not be permitted to 
^yçitg. Quite often, were that .student given an opportunity to 
Itwiiite he would submit a far better paper than the many plug- 
;gers who, having recoi-ded evei-ytliing faithfully, like gramo- 
phones, begin to repeat all when the order is given to begi)i 
^writing. 

Those who have experienced the delights of indeperident 
.research, of contrast and .study, of using lectui-es mej-ely as 
.euides to intellectual food, rather than as (he food itself, of 
dijgging out and making discoveries, — all shout loudly for a 
change. Perhaps, in this age of rapidly moving events at McGill 
the time is not too remote when compulsory lectui-os will no 
longer exist here? The legislation could ijc slow and steady. 
•We could .start by emancipating the seniors. Aftei- a 1,ime we 
■ project the legislation and give the juniors liberty. At 

,a fltiU later date the .sophpmores might be included. Only for 
!the -fresbmen would t.he .present rule i-emain. As newcomers to 
collège they must of nocessity i)ccomc acquainted with the gen- 
; 'gral trend of college life. One year of tedious note-tf king and 
l^^bpredpm should not be too harmful for first ycai- students. '
